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Sometimes  you  have  heard  a sermon  when  you  asked  yourself  the  question,  "Was 
the  minister  talking  about  me?"  Could  Dr,  John  W.  Gardner,  formerly  of  the 
Carnegie  Foundation,  now  Secretary  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare,  have 
been  talking  about  4-H  Extension  workers  when  he  spoke  at  the  White  House 
Conference  on  Education,  and  said: 


"The  toughest  question  facing  us  now,  in  my  judgment,  is  whether 
we  have  the  courage  and  the  flexibility  and  imagination  to  in- 
novate as  the  times  require.  Let  us  not  deceive  ourselves.  The 
old  ways  of  doing  things  are  not  good  enough.  But  giving  up  the 
old  ways  will  be  painful.  Institutions  fear  change.  In  the  face 
of  change  we  all  grow  defensive,  we  all  move  toward  protecting 
our  particular  vested  interests.  But  the  overriding  vested  in- 
terest of  all  of  us  is  in  the  vitality  of  American  education. 

That  is  the  precious  thing  we  hold  in  trust." 


We,  of  the  Extension  Service,  do  hold  in  trust  this  great  informal  education 
program  called  4-H.  Do  we  have  the  "courage  and  the  flexibility  and  imagina- 
tion" that  will  continue  keeping  4-H  as  an  "up-front"  program  serving  the 
needs  of  expanding  numbers  of  youth  today. 

LEADERS  SESSIONS  AT  CLUB  CONGRESS 


Special  emphasis  will  be  given  to  getting  more  depth  and  modern  ideas  into 
programs  in  two  major  areas  - (1)  soils  and  plants  and  (2)  clothing. 

Keynote  speaker  will  be  Dr.  Ralph  Tyler,  Director  of  the  Center  for  Advanced 
Study  in  Behavioral  Sciences,  Stanford.  He  will  discuss  "Theories  of  Learn- 
ing and  Their  Application  to  the  4-H  Program."  A whole  galaxy  of  speakers  and 
resource  people  have  been  lined  up  for  the  two  subject-matter  areas,  which 
will  be  operating  in  simultaneous  sessions  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday.

YOUTH  CONSERVATION  PROGRAMS 

This  is  to  alert  you  to  the  fact  that  the  National  Association  of  Soil  and 
Water  Conservation  Districts  have  advised  that,  through  the  State  Association, 
they  are  able  to  assist  you  in  your  conservation  work.  A set  of  guidelines 
for  developing  such  programs  have  been  given  to  States.  These  guidelines  en- 
courage State  conservation  groups  to  develop  comprehensive  programs  with  par- 
ticular interest  in  the  rural,  suburban,  and  urban  communities.  The  guide- 
lines also  include  all  the  natural  resources  and  fit  into  the  pattern  of  our 
4-H  conservation  program. 

Many  program  development  ideas  were  made  recently  by  the  4-H  Conservation  Com- 
mittee, A proposal  is  being  developed  on  science  and  national  resource  con- 
servation. The  committee  suggested  that  States  use  every  opportunity  to 
inter-relate  and  correlate  their  4-H  program  development  on  Conservation  of 
Natural  Resources  to  the  present  emphasis  relating  to  Youth  for  Natural  Beauty. 
Another  program  suggestion  was  developed  for  making  program  reviews  in  several 
States  which  have  outstanding  4-H  resource  conservation  programs.  The  out- 
standing program  highlights  from  these  reviews  and  case  studies  would  provide 
methods  and  program  ideas  to  all  the  States. 

CONFERENCE  ON  LOW  INCOME  SPONSORED  BY  GIRL  SCOUTS 


"Reaching  Girls  in  the  Mountains"  was  the  subject  of  a Girl  Scout  Workshop  in 
Berea,  Ky.,  September  22-25,  1965.  Both  professional  and  volunteer  Girl  Scout 
leaders  from  the  Appalachian  area  participated  in  the  workshop,  which  was  de- 
signed to  explore  ways  Girl  Scouts  could  adapt  and  design  programs  for  disad- 
vantaged girls.  Eleanor  Wilson  represented  our  Division  and  reported  on  the 
special  Arkansas  4-H  program  and  other  4-H  programs  especially  designed  for 
disadvantaged  youth. 

4-H  at  A.I.C. 


The  A.I.C.  Youth  Conference  was  held  in  Columbia,  Mo.  The  largest  youth  dele- 
gation ever  - nearly  900  participated  in  what  Dr,  Walter  Jacoby  said  was  "the 
best  conference  ever  to  date."  Twenty-eight  States  named  4-H  scholarship 
winners . 

The  outstanding  feature  for  the  entire  program  was  a demonstration  on  coopera- 
tives by  a teen  from  Texas  and  a Huntley-Brinkley  presentation  by  two  boys 
(one  4-H  and  one  FFA)  from  Arkansas  telling  of  their  Statewide  youth  confer- 
ence on  the  cooperative  way  of  doing  business. 

George  Rowe  of  Missouri  was  chairman  of  the  special  session  for  Extension 
workers  and  4-H  leaders.  The  topic  was  "recreational  cooperatives"  and  the 
session  proved  to  be  very  successful.  The  feeling  was  that  youth  should  be 
very  interested  in  this  type  of  farm  cooperative.

ILLINOIS  - Teen  Men's  Clothing 

For  the  past  two  years,  the  Illinois  Men's  and  Boys'  Apparel  Club  has  been 
cooperating  with  the  Extension  Clothing  Specialist  in  presenting  a program 
for  boys  attending  State  4-H  Club  Week--a  third  of  the  boys  had  this  train- 
ing. For  years  previously,  the  clothing  specialist  and  local  retailers  had 
presented  general  programs  on  dress  and  personal  appearance  through  special 
interest  workshops. 

INDIANA  - Introducing  4-H  at  the  Fair 

4-H  at  the  Indiana  State  Fair  is  typical  of  the  importance  of  4-H  at  the 
huge  expositions  in  the  midwest.  The  event  started  with  a parade  and  cere- 
monies in  front  of  the  grandstand,  where  this  "Salute  to  4-H  Clubs"  brought 
hundreds  of  members  in  line  for  participation  in  projects,  activities,  and 
talents.  Fair  Board  members,  representative  of  the  Governor  and  members  of 
the  Indiana  Junior  Leader  Council,  were  in  the  reviewing  area. 

KENTUCKY  - Citizenship  Training  Conference  Group 

One  of  the  innovative  program  features  which  occurred  during  the  summer 
months  was  a Citizenship  Conference  group  from  Kentucky.  This  group  con- 
sisted mainly  of  freshmen  and  sophomores  who  participated  in  this  Citizen- 
ship Training  Conference  at  the  National  4-H  Center. 

A total  of  145  4-H  members  took  part  this  past  year.  Similar  groups  have 
already  been  scheduled  for  1966  and  1967.  The  Citizenship  Conference  is 
scheduled  the  same  week  as  the  Kentucky  Education  Association  Meeting. 
Therefore,  the  schedule  prevents  4-H'ers  from  being  absent  at  school. 

LOUISIANA  - Junior  Leadership  Camp 

So  vivid  and  explicit  is  the  pictorial  review  of  the  Louisiana  Junior  Leader 
ship  Camp  that  you  feel  that  you  were  there.  Junior  Leadership  has  been  out 
lined  as  a specific  project  and  each  year  junior  leadership  camps  ars  held 
in  Louisiana.  Similar  patterns  exist  in  Mississippi  and  Texas. 
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MAINE  - Beauty  in  a Housing  Development 

Sagamore  Village,  a Portland,  Me,  housing  project,  was  the  scene  of  a "Plan 
and  Plant  for  Beauty"  campaign  this  summer.  The  Village  has  its  own  4-H 
garden  club,  led  by  two  project  residents  and  including  50  youth.  They 
planted  46  vegetable  gardens,  built  numerous  flower  boxes,  and  seeded  new 
green  plots,  all  toward  the  end  of  making  Sagamore  Village  a more  attractive 
place  to  live.  An  appeal  to  "Clearing  House,"  a new  column  in  the  Portland 
Press-Herald,  brought  donations  of  enough  flowers  to  fill  three  community 
flower  boxes  and  several  window  boxes  in  front  of  individual  homes. 

MARYLAND  - Camp  Provides  Cultural  Experiences  for  Children 

Ninety  disadvantaged  youngsters,  aged  10-13,  participated  in  a four-day  camp 
designed  to  offer  wide  educational  experiences  for  a few  days  in  a new  en- 
vironment while  learning  to  live  with  others. 

Extension  Agents,  4-H  and  Youth,  in  Anne  Arundel  co-operated  with  personnel 
of  a local  army  base,  churches,  businesses,  and  individuals  to  present  the 
camp  at  no  charge  to  the  boys  and  girls.  Fund-raising,  enrollment,  program 
planning  and  camp  counsellor  training  were  necessary  for  this  new  venture. 

The  camp,  held  at  Ft.  Meade,  headquarters  of  the  1st  and  2nd  U.S.  Army,  in- 
cluded educational  classes,  interest  sessions,  recreation,  Indian  traditions, 
a tour  of  the  Army  post,  a movie,  and  the  campers'  planning  and  presenting 
Vespers . 

NEW  YORK  - 4-H  Publicity  Handbook 

New  York  State  4-H  Agents  Association  has  issued  a 4-H  Publicity  Handbook, 
subtitled,  "Put  4-H  Before  the  Public."  Separate  sections  relate  to  press, 
radio,  television,  displays,  exhibits,  floats,  personal  presentations  such 
as  talks,  outdoor  advertising  such  as  billboards,  house  organ  and  trade  paper 
support,  and  miscellaneous  suggestions.  It  is  for  year-round  use,  and  is 
looseleaf  so  agents  can  insert  their  own  pieces  or  add  material  sent  them 
from  time  to  time  by  the  State  4-H  and  Extension  editor's  office, 

MASSACHUSETTS  - Governor's  Proclamation 

Four  4-H  Club  members  presented  a special  pictorial  report  of  the  State's  4-H 
Club  work  and  watched  Governor  Volpe  sign  a proclamation  for  National  4-H 
Club  Week. 

MICHIGAN 


Twenty-eight  different  conferences  for  4-H  Leader  training  will  be  held  at 
Camp  Kett  between  September  1965  and  June  1,  1966. 

MISSOURI  - Series  of  Home  Improvement  "Explorations" 

Over  1,600  Club  members  had  opportunity  for  a tour,  in  one  of  six  different 
areas  of  the  State.  Resources  of  museums,  department  stores,  and  homes  were 
utilized  for  the  teaching. 
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NEW  JERSEY  - Community  Beautification 

In  an  article  entitled  "The  Tree  Planters",  Scholastic  News  told  of  the  work 
by  4-H  Clubs  in  Hunterdon  County  in  replanting  some  of  the  barren  area  around 
a new  reservoir.  This  article  very  appropriately  calls  attention  to  the  im- 
portant conservation  and  natural  beauty  efforts  under  way  in  many  areas  of 
the  country. 

OKLAHOMA  - The  First  Cotton  Science  Conference 

Oklahoma  has  completed  their  first  (to  our  knowledge)  4-H  Science  Cotton  pro- 
gram- -designed  for  Senior  4-H  members  living  on  commercial  cotton  farms  and 
planning  to  make  some  area  of  the  cotton  industry  their  career.  The  program 
participants  held  a State  Conference  which  Ira  Hollar,  State  4-H  Club  Leader, 
describes  as  "truly  a high-level  conference  with  great  emphasis  on  the 
scientific  approach  to  cotton  production."  The  program  had  four  objectives: 

1.  Study  of  the  most  recent  scientific  advances  in  cotton  production. 

2.  Applying  this  knowledge  to  4-H  cotton  projects. 

3.  Developing  an  understanding  of  the  importance  of  cotton  produc- 
tion in  the  agricultural  economy  of  cotton-producing  counties. 

4.  Studying  the  possible  career  opportunities  in  scientific 
agriculture. 

PENNSYLVANIA  - Flag  Contest 

Clubs  in  Vernango  County  designed  and  made  standard-sized  flags  out  of  fabric 
which  they  thought  could  represent  4-H  work  in  Vernango  County.  One  of  the 
highlights  of  the  Fair  was  a display  of  these  flags,  with  the  invitation  for 
the  public  to  express  opinions  for  a favorite.  Actually,  the  voting  resulted 
in  ideas  from  two  of  the  flags  with  the  most  votes  being  for  a combination. 

SOUTH  DAKOTA  - 27th  Conference  of  Volunteer  Leaders 

About  100  leaders  braved  snow,  cold  and  rain  to  attend  this  conference  at 
Camp  Lakoda,  where  focus  was  on  broadening  the  concept  of  the  leadership 
role  in  the  4-H  program.  A bus  load  of  leaders  was  announced  to  attend  a 
Leader  Forum  at  the  National  4-H  Center  in  October.

4-H  programs  are  richer  because  of  two  fine  men,  who  passed  away  recently. 

Chester  C.  ("Cha")  Lang  died  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  following  a serious  illness 
which  had  necessitated  brain  surgery.  Cha  joined  the  Division  staff  in  1953 
when  Ed  Aiton  became  Director  of  the  newly-created  4-H  Division,  He  gave 
specific  leadership  to  the  Central  States  area  but  also  made  outstanding  con- 
tributions to  the  nationwide  program.  His  wonderful  philosophy  of  4-H  work 
and  his  appreciation  for  the  educational  role  of  both  professional  Extension 
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workers  and  volunteer  leaders,  made  deep  impact.  Following  an  early  retire- 
ment from  our  Division,  Cha  moved  into  the  international  field  where  he 
counseled  about  development  on  Extension  work  in  several  countries  of  South 
America,  His  last  assignment  was  at  Terrialba,  Costa  Rica.  He  was  to  have 
been  the  consultant  for  youth  work  for  the  recently-held  International  Ex- 
tension Conference,  but  his  illness  prevented  it.

On  his  retirement  from  Extension,  the  Honorable  Charles  H,  Brannon,  Secretary 
of  Agriculture,  wrote;  ’’The  work  which  you  have  done  in  furthering  the  4-H 
Club  program  in  the  South,  among  both  white  and  Negro  boys  and  girls,  has 
contributed  greatly  to  improving  farm  living."
